UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  December 
1978  totaled  59.5  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  up  3.4  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  3.9  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  December,  55.7  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  — 
up  2.6  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  up  3.3  million  pounds  from  December  1977.

Annual  Summary-  1978 

During  1978  the  combined  deliveries  of 
producer  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under 
Federal  Orders  6,  12  and  13  totaled  1,999.2 
million  pounds.   Producer  milk  deliveries  in 

1977  were  1,967.3  million  pounds.  These  data 
reflect  an  increase  in  1978  over  1977  of  31.9 
million  pounds  or  1.6  percent. 

Producer  milk  receipts  at  Southeastern 
Florida  pool  plants  increased  from  762.8 
million  pounds  in  1977  to  784.6  million  pounds 
in  1978  —  up  2.9  percent.   Receipts  at  Tampa 
Bay  pool  plants  declined  from  538.4  million 
pounds  in  1977  to  533.9  million  pounds  in  1978 
—  down  0.8%,  and  receipts  at  Upper  Florida 
pool  plants  increased  2.2  percent  from  666.1 
million  pounds  in  1977  to  680.8  million  pounds 
In  1978. 

Class  I  milk  sales  in  the  combined  3 
market  area  totaled  1,904.4  million  pounds  in 

1978  compared  to  1,849.6  million  pounds  in 

1977  reflecting  an  increase  of  3.0%.   In  the 
individual  markets  Class  I  milk  sales  were  up 
3.0%  in  the  Southeastern  Florida  area,  1.6% 
in  the  Tampa  Bay  area  and  4.2%  in  the  Upper 
Florida  area. 

The  percentage  of  producer  milk  classi- 
fied as  Class  I  milk  showed  an  increase  in 

1978  compared  to  1977.   In  1978,  92.52%  of 
all  producer  milk  under  Federal  Orders  6, 
12  and  13  was  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
compared  to  90.68%  in  1977.   Class  1  pro- 
ducer milk  increased  from  92.67%  to  93.86% 
under  Order  6,  87.89%  to  90.86%  under  Order 
12  and  from  90.72%  to  92.49%  under  Order  13. 

The  average  Class  I  price  per  cwt.  during 
1978  was  S12.44  under  the  Southeastern  Florida

ST.   LOUIS  -  OZARKS  QRDFR 
CHANGES 

If  at  least  two-thirds  approve, 
dairy  fanners  operating  under  the 
St.  Louis-Ozarks  federal  milk  mar- 
keting order  will  use  a  larger 
share  of  their  milk  payments  for 
advertising  and  promotion. 

A  U.S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture final  decision,  still  subject 
to  approval  by  dairy  farmers  in  the 
market,  would  initially  increase 
the  assessments  to  8  cents  per  hun- 
dredweight from  the  current  5  cents. 

The  final  decision  is  unchanged 
from  a  tentative  decision  published 
in  November.   The  tentative  decision 
was  based  on  evidence  gathered  at  a 
public  hearing  last  June  in  Bridge- 
ton,  Mo. 

Assessments  for  advertising 
and  promotion  —  now  on  a  fixed  rate 
schedule  —  would  be  based  on  the 
average  price  that  handlers  pay 
farmers  for  their  milk.   Based  on 
current  prices,  the  rate  initially 
would  be  8  cents. 

Proposals  in  the  decision 
affect  how  a  milk  distributing  plant 
is  regulated  if  it  qualifies  for 
pooling  under  both  the  St.  Louis 
order  and  another  milk  order  and 
revise  diversion  limitations. 

The  decision  denies  a  proposal 
that  would  have  changed  the  pricing 
of  milk  that  is  diverted  from  a  pool 
plant  to  a  nonpool  plant.

The  December  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  in- 
creased 6  points  (3  percent)  to  221  percent  of  its  January- 
December  1967  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting 
Board.   Contributing  most  to  the  increase  since  November 
were  higher  prices  for  cattle,  hogs,  eggs,  calves,  corn 
and  soybeans.   Lower  prices  for  wheat,  citrus  and  barley 
were  partially  offsetting.   The  index  was  40  points  (22 
percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities 
and  Services,  Interest ,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for 
December  15  was  226,  up  2  points  (1  percent)  from  mid- 
November.   Higher  prices  for  feeder  livestock,  feed  and 
family  living  Items  were  the  major  contributors  to  the 
index  rise.   The  index  was  23  points  (11  percent)  higher 
than  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the 
Index  of  Prices  Paid ,  including  Interest ,  Taxes  and  Farm 
Wage  Rates  was  98  for  the  month  of  December  1978.   The 
ratio  was  up  2  points  from  the  previous  month  and  up  9 
points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  70.4  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  December  1978.

Class  I  milk  was  91.24%  of 
the  total  during  December  compared 
to  91.64%  the  previous  month  and 
93.74%  during  December  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  December 
milk  was  $13.14  per  cwt.   The 
uniform  price  was  up  26  cents  from 
November  and  was  $1.40  above  De- 
cember 1977 . 

PRODUCER  SUmARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  412  producers  delivered 
176.8  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants .   This  compared  to  416 
producers  and  163.5  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  400 
producers  and  171.8  million  pounds 
during  December  1977.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  in  December  were 
up  8.2%  from  November  and  were  2.9% 
above  December  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery  per 
producer  was  14,077  pounds  per  day 
for  all  producers  delivering  to 
plants  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12 
and  13.   The  average  daily  delivery 
per  producer  was  12,018  pounds  under 
Order  No.  6,  11,703  pounds  under 
Order  No.  12  and  19,554  pounds  under 
Order  No.  13.
